Display of Work of Pupils in Jack­ 


son School Seen on Last Visit­ 


ing Day of School Year.

Tile display of work of tho pupils 
of Jaokson school iii connection with 
visit intr day at the school yesterday 
attracted many patrons of the school 
and much favorable comment. Those 
win inspected the exhibit say that it 
w as one of the best ever shown in 
any school in Rushville. 
The devel­ 
opment of the pupils’ work from the 
first grade to the sixth, the highest 
one in Jackson school, revealed the 
progress that has 
been 
made in 
writing, drawing, 
manual training 
and sewing. 


One of the unusual things that is 
taking place at tin* Jackson school 
that was not generally known to the 
patrons i- that empty containers of 
many of the widely advertised food 
products and toilet articles are used 
by the teachers in giving problems to 
the pupils. 


The storeroom of Jackson school 
resembles a wholesale grocery house. 
The m anufacturers 
have provided 
the schools, 
free of 
charge, with 
empty c a r t o n s and cans, which look 
just like the original on sale. 
No 
one doubts but that it is of value to 
the 
m anufacturer to 
impress the 
names of their product on tile young 
children, and the teacher- find them 
of immense value. 


The paper 
folding, 
cutting and 
mounting, and the free hand water 
color and crayon work is seen in the 
display in the fir-t grade, and the 
same work is 
carried 
out in each 
grade. 
The improvement i- marked 
as one proceeds. 
The teachers are 
very proud of the efforts of their 
pupils. 
The paper folding and cu t­ 
ting, they say, is especially valuable 
in teaching them 
how to use their 
hands accurately and well. 
There 
was some very creditable work in all 
of tlie-e lines in the prim ary grade 
which caused considerable surprise 
on the part of many visitors yester­ 
day that children so young could do 
such work. 
In the second grade, in addition to 
the work displayed in the primary 
grade, the portfolio appeared. 
It 
consists of sheets of sample work by 
the pupils enclosed between c a rd ­ 
board backs on which the pupils 
make crayon designs. 
The pupils 
make their own invitations for visit­ 
ing days. 
Some of them were dis­ 
played. 
P aper weaving was also a 
feature of the second grade’s dis­ 
play. 
In the third grade the sewing class 
pupils begin stitching. 
Samples of 
many k i n d s of stitches made by the 
girls were shown. 
One of the re ­ 
markable things in this room were 
original stories written by the pupils 
and 
prepared in 
portfolio 
style 
with crayon d e s i g n s on the back. The 
specimen of handwriting in this room 
were also the subject of much fav ­ 
orable comment. 
In the fourth grade the reed and 
rafia basket work first appeared. The 
display was a very pretentions a f ­ 
fair, especially when it is considered 
th at the only time the pupils work on 
it is after recess on Friday a fte r­ 
noons. 
The exhibit included only

term of school, 
consisting of twelve weeks. 
In addition to the usual crayon, 
w ater color and paper work in the 
room where there are pupils of both 
the fourth and fifth grades, there

The coroner's verdict states that 
he found a wound two inches in 
length on the side of Wuest’- head 
caused by a gun -hot. but that it 
amounted to no more than a scalp 
wound and the skull b< ne wa- not 
broken. 
The coroner found that the 
stomach was burned from acid and 
that Bright’s disease developed, a> 
the condition of the kidneys reveal­ 
ed 
Along with the verdict was all of 
tile testimony taken at the inquest. 
The testimony was typewritten and 
was quite lengthy. 
A great deal of 
W uest’s family history and troubles 
are recited in the testimony.

Gets Advice From Officials 


EXPERT NOT YET EMPLOYED 


Future Plans 
Not Announced 
But 


Active Work May Not be Taken 


Up Until Next Fall. 


(By United Presa.) 
Indianapolis, Ind., May 25.— The 
commission on taxation created by 
the recent legislature to investigate 
the problem of taxation 
in Indiana 
and consider what 
changes in the 
constitution and law s are necessary 
to create a ju -t system of taxation, 
listened today for 
the first time to 
the opinion- of former aud present 
officials of the state who have had 
experience in enforcing the laws in 
question. The commission met at l l 
a. rn. in the senate chamber of the 
-tate house. 


W. L. Elder of Indianapolis, chair­ 
man of the commission, said before 
the commission convened, that this 
commi-sion would strive in every way 
to he 
economical with 
the state’s 
money. 


The people are taxed to support 
this commission on taxation and “it 
is up to us to set an example of ec­ 
onomy.’’ 
Elder has volunteered 
to 
take iii all correspondence 
et the 
commission until fall to save expen­ 


s e s and for same reason “ the 
ex­ 
pert,” allowed by the creating act will 
not be employed until autumn. The 
commission is allowed $5,000 by the 
act. 
“ We seek the f u l le s t publicity po-- 
iDie on the affairs of this commiss­ 
ion” said Elder. 
“ We want to ed­ 
ucate the public and want the public 
to educate us. There will be no secret 
sessions. 
We want to excite in t e r e s t 
iii the subject of taxation. We want 
the fullest possible discussion of all 
opinions. We will welcome letters to 
the commission on the subject of ta x ­ 
ation. Now is the time for Indiana to 
tudy 
the tax question from 
the 
ground ii}). The state is prepared to 
pend $5,000 to learn about 
tax a ­ 
tion and for two years should study 
it thoroughly.

Infantry Decides the Battle. 
While there have been many discus­ 
sions as to the relative value of tile 
different branches of au army, there 
is no doubt, according to a writer in 
the Scientific American, but that it is 
the infantry that wins battles. 
While it is probable the success of 
a battle will depend to a large extent 
on the support of the field artillery, 
it is certain that the principal and 
most important arm is the infantry, 
which in practically every case must 
decide the final issue. 
The cavalry 
may be the first to be drawn into a 
battle and the artillery may destroy 
the enemy’s artillery, but a battle is 
never won until the infantry has driv­ 
en back the enemy’s lines. 
The usual mode of advancing for 
the infantry is to deploy them in a line 
with a long interval between each sol­ 
dier. 
This naturally is for the pur­ 
pose of offering a smaller target for 
the enemy. 
It makes it more dilli- 
cult, however, for the leaders to keep 
as good control over the mon. and for 
that reason one of the objects of field 
artillery is to make the enemy’s troops 
deploy early.

Resistance by Air. 
The effects of air resistance are well 
shown in the twelve and a half miles 
Simplon tunnel, where an exception­ 
ally high amount of energy is required 
for running the electric trains. 
The 
tunnel, which is fifteen feet wide and 
eighteen feet high, with a sectional 
area of 250 square feet, has a venti­ 
lating current of 3.530 feet cubic of air 
per second, maintained by two large 
blast fans fit the Brigue end and two 
exhaust fans at Iselle. 
Trains going 
with this current encounter less re­ 
sistance than in open air up to fifteen 
and a half miles an hour, blit at higher 
speeds or in the opposite direction the 
resistance is much greater than out­ 
side. 
Moving by gravity down the 
seven per one thousand maximum gra­ 
dient, a train, even though going with 
the current, cannot exceed thirty-five 
miles an hour on account of the brak­ 
ing by the air.

managers and the progressive leaders 
of tile Great White Way over the eat 
rate ticket ‘‘war’* still 
occupies the 
New York theatrical population. 


Everywhere along the broad and 
winding part Ii in the heart of M anhat­ 
tan lite talk is all oi the latest move 
on the part of either side. Each fact­ 
ion has it> followers and they spend 
many an hour wrangling over the 
“ war.” 
It .started somewhere back early in 
this year, but little attention 
was 
paid to it until the shot began to get 
hot enough for the general public to 
recognize that a war was in progress. 
A- soon a s the dear old public heard 
that there might he a reduction in 
theater tickets it quickly mobilized. 
Ever >inee it has been shouting loudly 
for the cut-raters. 
When the theatres attempted to 
stamp 
out the ticket 
speculators 
'•Ollie few hack-slided and secretly 
lured men to peddle tickets on the 
streets 
or in door-ways, 
near the 
theatre. 
There was no way to prevent this 
action and, many of the managers 
de<‘ided to take drastic action. They 
did. They cut the ticket prices in half. 
And then the hot shot began to fly. 
The method of working it was to 
is>ue printed slips entitling the hold­ 
er to 
purchase two seats 
for the 
price 
of one. .These slips were dis­ 
tributed by drug 
stores, ice cream 
parlors and by other petty tradesmen 
to thousands of New Yorkers. 
Hie 
idea 
took like wildtire and 
houses 
that had been playing to empty s e a ts 
soon began to du-t the gallery chairs 
more frequently. 
But the indirect cut rate method of 
selling tickets did not meet the a p ­ 
proval of ^ome of New York’s 
big­ 
gest managers and producers and a 
campaign 
committee 
organized to 
combat it. 
They contended that it was unfair 
for the th e a tr e s to charge one per­ 
son $2 for a -eat while another per­ 
son could secure two seats tor that 
amount,—if he knew how to go ahold 
it. But most every one knew about 
the cheaper way and it was his fault 
alone if he did not buy his tickets 
via the cut rate channel. 
These managers opposed to the cut 
r a te method of selling tickets did not 
enlighten 
a long suffering 
public 
how they could escape the prey of the 
ticket 
scalper and still 
get a seat 
from which anything but the ceiling 
of the theatre could he seen. 
For 
y e a r s New Yorkers have paid double 
prices to sec any kind of a show that 
w a s worth 
seeing and often 
paid 
double for seeing 
many that were 
mighty poor stuff. 
Neither did I he se big fellows who 
objected 
to the 
two-seat-for-one- 
price plan tell the theatre going pub­ 
lic how it happened that a speculator 
could get the best seats in the house 
peddle Iii-' wares right in front of the 
theatre door and then have the ticket 
taker refuse to admit a man 
who 
bought a ticket from a speculator. 
That has happened many 
times 
in 
recent weeks and the police will a r ­ 
rest neither the ticket “eealper,” nor 
the ticket seller, saying it is a civil 
case. It may be that, but ifs hardly 
civil treatment toward the theatre 
patrons. 
Even the “movie” houses that be­ 
gun to get ambitions in the high price 
line have 
come down 
a peg. 
One 
Broadway house that is playing “ big” 
stuff charged 75 cents for the best 
se a ts. That is they did charge that. 
Now those seats are fifty cents. And 
the most popular movie house in the 
city is the Strand, which was built 
to produce fifteen cent motion pic­ 
tures and has had enough sense to re­ 
main so.

Washington. May , .— From Col­ 
on. at the Atlantic end of the P a n a ­ 
ma ( anal. to Balboa, at the Pacific 
end, the distance by canal, is not 
quite 44 m i l e s . 
E rom Colon to Bal­ 
boa bv the open ocean, the shortest 
was is 10,500 knots. 


The 
difference is 
what a vessel 
saves by using the canal, according 
to figures given out by the commerce 
department today. 
From New York 
to San Francisco the canal reduces 
the water distance bv three-fifths. 
San Francisco 
and 
Liverpool are 
nearly by two-fifths. 
Travelers from San Francisco to 
Beanos Ayres will still go, however, 
by Magellan strait, which is only 
7,610 miles, against 8,041 via 
the 
canal, the extra distance by the lat­ 
ter route being due to the big “ hump" 
it is necessary to circumnavigate on 
the South American east coast sail­ 
ing to the southward.

Francisco

Jackson county offe rs a striking 
example of What the Hessian

may do. Aeording to the ge<t es­ 
timates obtainable 
there, the 
crop 
this year will not be 
much 
more 
than eighty per cent. of hist year’s 
crop. The attack of the fly ha- been 
so costly in some places that farm ­ 
ers have plowed whole fields under. 
However, the acreage is much larger 
this year and may bring the total 
yield up to that of la>t year. 


The early dry weather is reported 
to be the cause of tile Hessian fly’s 
appearance. 
On some of the sand 
land in Jackson county, the fly has 
made the greatest inroads, but it 
also has been discovered in the clay 
land. 
Contrary to it^ habits, the fly this 
year i- attacking both the late and 
early -own wheat. 
A warning was 
issued by the 
agricultural depart­ 
ment at Purdue 
University 
early 
last fall that the Hessian fly would 
probably appear this year and the 
fanners were advised to sow wheat 
late. 
It is said that as a general 
rule the late sown fields are less b a ­ 
gle to he attacked than those that 
are sown earlier in the fall. 
But in 
Jackson county 
the 
general 
rule 
does not apply as the late fields are 
in nearly as had a condition as the 
early sown fields.

GIRLS MAKE OWN GARMENTS 


Accompanying Showing of 
Manual 


Training Are 
Designs 
Boys 


Drew Before Making Pieces. 


The display of work of the pupils 


of Jackson school in connection with 
visiting day at the school yesterday 
attracted many patrons of the school 
and much favorable comment. Those 
who inspected the exhibit say that it 
was one of the best ever shown in 
any school in Rushvillc. The devel- 
opment of the pupils' work from the 
first grade to the sixth, the highest 
one in Jackson school, revealed the 
progress that has 
been 
made in 


writing, drawing, 
manual training 


and sewing. 


One of the unusual tilings that is 


taking place at the Jackson school 
that was not generally known to the 
patrons is that empty containers of 
many of the widely advertised food 
products and toilet articles are used 
by the teachers in giving problems to 
the pupils. 


The storeroom of Jackson school 


resembles a wholesale grocery house. 
The manufacturers 
have provided 


the schools, free of 
charge, with 


empty cartons and cans, which look 
just like the original on sale. No 
one doubts but that it is of value to 
Hie 
manufacturer to 
impress the 


names of their product, on the young 
children, and the teachers find them 
of immense value. 


The paper 
folding, cutting and 


mounting, and the free hand water 
color and crayon work is seen in the 
display in the first grade, and the 
same work is carried 
out in each 


grade. 
The improvement is marked 


as one proceeds. The teachers are 
very proud of the efforts of their 
pupils. The paper folding and cut- 
ting, they say. is especially valuable 
in teaching them 
how to use their 


hands accurately and well. 
There 


was some very creditable work in all 
of these lines in the primary grade 
which caused considerable surprise 
on the part of many visitors yester- 
day that children so young could do 
such work. 


In the second grade, in addition to 


the work displayed in the primary 
grade, the portfolio appeared.

Infantry Decides the Battle. 


While there have been many discus- 


sions as to the relative value of the 
different branches of an army, there 
s no doubt, according to a writer in 
the Scientific American, but that it is 
:he infantry that wins battles. 


While it ,is probable the success of 


a battle will depend to a large extent 
on the support of the field artillery, 


is certain that the principal and 


most important arm is the infantry, 
which in practically every case must 
decide the final issue. The cavalry 
may be the first to be drawn into a 
battle and the artillery may destroy 
the enemy's artillery, but a battle is 
never 'won until the infantry has driv- 
en back the enemy's lines. 


The usual mode of advancing for 


the infantry is to deploy them in a line 
with, a long interval between each sol- 
dier" This naturally is for the pur- 
pose of offering a smaller target for 
the enemy. 
It makes it more diffi- 


cult, however, for the leaders to keep 
as good control over the men. and for 
that reason one of the objects of field 
artillery is to make the enemy's troops 
deploy early.

Old Turkish Customs. 


As long ago as 1G13 Coryate visited 


Constantinople and has left a minute 
account of its manners and customs. 
Among other matters he notes that "it 
is the custom that whensoever any fire 
ariseth in the city to hang up him in 
whose house it beginneth. as now a 
cook in whose house it begun was 
hanged up presently after the fire ceas- 
ed."

Resistance by Air. 


The effects of air resistance are well 


shown in the twelve and a half miles 
Simplon tunnel, where an exception- 
ally high amount of energy is required 
for running the electric trains. The 
tunnel, which is fifteen feet wide and 
eighteen feet high, with a sectional 
area of 250 square feet, has a venti- 
lating current of 3.530 feet cubic of air 
per second, maintained by two large 
blast fans at the Brigue end and two 
exhaust fans at Iselle. Trains going 
with this current encounter less re- 
sistance than in open air up to fifteen 
and a half miles an hour, but at higher 
speeds or In the opposite direction the 
resistance is much greater than out- 
side. Moving by gravity down the 
seven per one thousand maximum gra- 
dient, a tram, even though going with 
the current cannot exceed thirty-five 
miles an hour on account of the brak- 
ing by the air.

struggle between the standpat theatre 
managers and the progressive leaders 
of the Great White Way over the cut 
rate ticket "war"' still 
occupies the 


New York theatrical population. 


Everywhere along the broad and 


winding path in the heart of Manhat- 
tan the talk is all of the latest move 
on the part of either side. Each fact- 
ion has its followers and they spend 
many an hour wrangling over the 
'war." 


It started somewhere back early in 


this year, but little attention 
was 


paid to it until the shot began to get 
hot enough for the general public to 
recognize that a war was ia progress. 
As soon as the dear old public heard 
that there might be a reduction in 
theater tickets it quickly mobilized. 
Ever since it has been shout ing loudly 
for the cut-raters. 


When the theatres attempted to 


stamp 
out the ticket 
speculators 


iome few back-slided and secretly 
hired men to peddle tickets on the 
streets 
or in door-ways, 
near the 


theatre. 


There was no way to prevent this 


action and, many of the managers 
decided to take drastic action. They 
did. They cut the ticket prices in half. 
And then the hot shot began to fly. 


The method of working it was to 


issue printed slips entitling the hold- 
er to purchase two- seats for the 
price of one. .These slips were dis- 
tributed by drug stores, ice cream 
parlors and by other petty tradesmen 
to thousands of New Yorkers. The 
idea 
took like wildfire and 
houses 


that had been playing to empty seats 
soon begun to dust the gallery chairs 
more frequently. 


But the indirect cut rate method of 


selling tickets did not meet the ap- 
proval of some of New York's big- 
gest managers and producers and a 
campaign 
committee organized to 


combat it. 


They contended that it was unfair 


for the theatres to charge one per- 
son $2 for a seat while another per- 
son could secure two seats for that 
amount,—if he knew how to go about 
it. But most every one knew about 
the cheaper way and it was his fault 
alone if lie did not buy his tickets 
via the cut rate channel. 


These managers opposed to the cul 


rate method of selling tickets did not 
enlighten 
a long suffering 
public 


how they could escape the prey of the 
ticket 
scalper and still get a seat 


from which anything but the ceiling 
of the theatre could be seen. 
For 


years New Yorkers have paid double 
prices to see any kind of a show thai 
was worth 
seeing and often 
paic 


double for seeing 
many that were 


mighty poor stuff. 


Neither did these big fellows who 


objected 
to the 
two-seat-for-one- 


price plan tell the theatre going pub- 
lic how it happened that a speculator 
could get the best seats in the house 
peddle his wares right in front of the 
theatre door and then have the ticket 
taker refuse to admit a man 
who 


bought a ticket from a speculator. 
That has happened many times in 
recent weeks and the police will ar- 
rest neither the ticket "ccalper," nor 
the ticket seller, saying it is a civil 
case. It may be that, but it's hardly 
civil treatment toward the theatre 
patrons. 


Even the "movie" houses that be- 


gun to get ambitions in the high price 
line have 
come down a peg. One 


Broadway house that is playing "big1 


stuff charged 75 cents for the best 
seats. That is they did charge that 
Now those seats are fifty cents. And 
the most popular movie house in the 
city is the Strand, which was built 
to produce fifteen cent motion pic- 
tures and has had enough sense to re- 
main so.

Out it is Reported and Will Soon 


be Noticeable. 


NOT MUCH, HESSIAN FLY HERE 


Attacks Both Early and Late Sown 


Wheat and in Some Counties Has 


Made Costly Inroads. 


Not many weeks will elapse be- 


fore the wheat binders will be click- 
ing away in the wheat fields of Rush 
county according to, the assertion of 
one farmer yesterday.,. The wheat 
has made rapid strides in the last 
few weeks, largely due to the rains, 
and many fields are beginning to 
head out already. •M,iipy?anticipate 
that wheat eUttyig'inil heJ: eariiei' 
than usual. '''" 


Reports from over the county in- 


dicate that the farmers 
.-.£ 
Rusb 


county have been more fortunate in 
escaping the ravages of the Hessian 
fly than other comities in this vicin-. 
ity. It is true, however, that the fly 
has shown up at some points in this 
county, but no eases 
are 
known 


where the fly has been so ravaging 
that it has made it necessary 
to 


plow the wheat under. 


Jackson county offers a striking 


example of w'hat the Hessian fl> 
may do. Acording to the gest es- 
timates obtainable there, the crop 
this year will not be 
much 
more 


than eighty per cent, of last year's 
crop. The attack of the fly has beef 
so costly in some places that farm- 
ers have plowed whole fields under. 
However, the acreage is much larger 
this year and may bring the total 
yield up to that of last year. 


The early dry weather is reported 


to be the cause of the Hessian fly's 
appearance. 
On some of the sand 


land in Jackson county, *'ie fly has 
made the greatest inroads, but it 
also has been discovered in the clay 
land. 
; 


Contrary to its habits, the fly this 


year is attacking both the late anil 
early sown wheat. A warning was 
issued by the 
agricultural depart- 


ment at Purdue 
University early 


last fall that the Hessian fly would 
probably appear this year and the 
farmers were advised to sow wheat 
late. 
It is said that as a general 


rule the late sown fields are less lia- 
glc to he attacked than those that 
arc sown earlier in t'he fall. But in 
Jackson county 
the 
general 
rule 


does not apply as the late fields are 
in nearly as had a condition as the 
early sown fields. 


The rains during the 
last 
few 


days will be highly beneficial to the 


wheat fields, especially those 
suf- 


fering from the early dry weather. 
It is expected that-they'will 
show 


much improvement during the next 
few. days and it is hoped that the 
iotal crop will be larger than now 
anticipated. 
Farmers also declare 


that the rains will help the fields at- 
tacked by the fly as the stalks will 
grow more rapidly and will be bet- 
ter able to withstand the ravages of 
the insect. 
The Hessian fly works 


on the joints of the stalk near the 
ground and weakens them to such 
an extent that they arc easily blown 
over'cven after the grain is heading.
